Tonight’s Game 

Bulldogs Here for Opener 

Tonight is the season opener for the Tigers and they’ll be gun- 
ning for victory number one over the fighting Bulldogs of Southwestern 
Oklahoma State College from Weatherford, Oklahoma. 

Following a hard-fought intrasquad game held last week, one 
which showed the great potential of this year’s squad, the team will be 
out to repeat last year’s victory over the Bulldogs at Weatherford. Last 
year’s game ended in a 7-6 decision for the Tigers. 

Otis Delaporte, in his third yead as head football coach, reports 
that injuries have been his main concern so far this year. Out of 70 
players reporting for practice the squad is now down to 46 players. 
Only three seniors are included and each earned his first letter at 
Southwestern last season. None of the disabled are in bad enough con- 
dition that they won’t be able to play tonight however, according to 
Delaporte. 

The Bulldogs have 15 returning lettermen from last year’s 
squad, which posted a 5-5 record. The Bulldogs will be deep in only 
two positions— quarterback and halfback. With three veterans return- 
ing ,the real battle will be for the quarterback position. The sore spot 
will be in the Bulldog line where experience is at a minimum. Five 
junior college transfers should help beef up the forward wall consider- 
ably. Top prospects include guard Dennis Skinner; halfback Charley 
Randle; and quarterbacks Mike Freeman, Lynn Alexander and Ron 
Marvel. 

Coach Wayne McConnell’s Tigers are displaying the speed, ag- 
gressiveness and toughness that put them in title contention last year. 
In their intrasquad game last Friday, the Tigers showed a balanced at- 
tack in both their line and backfield. This could mean the difference 
between victory and defeat. 

Outstanding in last week’s contest were backs Rich Dreiling, 
James Jones, Bob Johnson and Leo Kavden. Outstanding linemen in- 
cluded Frank Tappan, Randy Randle, Ron Tuley, Doug Opdycke and 
Ron Darst. Coach McConnell was pleased with the performance of 
these and many more Tiger players in handling certain situations. 

The rivalry between these two schools dates back to 1937. Games 
have been played intermittently since then. The Tigers hold a 4-2 lead 
in the series.

Coach McConnell 

Head football coach Wayne J, McConnell, 
in his third decade of coaching, begins his 
11th season at Fort Hays State this fall. 

Prior to coming to FHS, he coached for 
six years at College of Emporia, where his 
teams compiled a record of 39 victories, 12 
losses a single tie. His C of E teams were 
undefeated in regular season play in 1951, 
1953, 1954 and 1955, and McConnell was 
named Little All-American Coach of the 
Year by the Rockne Foundation in 1953. 

At FHS, his ten teams have compiled a 
record of 37 victories, 48 losses and four ties. 
His 1962 team was his most successful, 
charting a 6-2-1 mark. His 1957, 1958 and 
1961 teams finished right on the .500 mark, 
the record in 1964 was 5-4 and last year's 
mark was 6-3. 

Mac earned his bachelor's degree at 
Washburn University in 1934 and was a 
social welfare worker in Topeka until 1941, 
when he entered the Army for two years. 

Following the service stint, he taught 
and coached in high schools at Effingham 
(three years), Gaylord (one year), Downs 
(two years) and Manhattan (one year) be- 
fore moving to C of E. His coaching record 
after 23 seasons stands at 106 victories, 72 
defeats and seven ties. 

Wavne earned his master's at Emporia 
State in 1954 and is an associate professor 
of physical education on the FHS faculty.
